| The volume fill method, in 
Fi which lemons roll off an endless 
{belt into the cardboard cartons, 
\sealed, has reduced the labor cost 
of packing a box of lemons from 
25 cents to four cents. In addi- 
tion the method eliminates the use 
of paper ‘wraps, which brings an- 
other savings of 14 cents per box 
land because the cardboard carton 
jis lighter than the old wooden 
carton and more of the new-type 
boxes can be placed in a railroad 
car, freight cost to New York is 
‘cut about 11 cents per box. 
Additional savings also result 
from a reduction in labor force. 
Carl Creeks, manager of the 
Lemon and Grapefruit house, 
states that one-third the number 


of workers, using the volume fill 
method, as compared to the place- 
pack method, now can turn out 
almost 100 per cent more boxes in 
an eight-hour day. 


“A good eight-hour run using 
wooden containers and the place- 
pack method, was 2,200 boxes,” 
Mr. Creeks states. ‘‘Now, we turn 
out 4,000 boxes in a day, with 
two-thirds less labor.’ 

In the over-all picture, Mr. 
Creeks can point to a direct sav- 
ing of 46 cents, or about 25 per 
cent, in the packing and shipping 
of a box of lemons. At the end 
of the season when a complete ac- 
counting of operations wil] take 
into consideration lower social 
security payments as a result of 
fewer ‘workers, less compensation 
insurance, better utilization of 
Yabor, the hiring of fewer skilled 
workers and other similar factors, 
it is likely that an even higher 
percentage of saving will be 
shown. 


he Lemon and. Grapefruit 
ae an affiliate of Sunkist 
Growers, Inc., is the only citrus 
packing house in the area using 
the volume fill method, although 
most of the orange houses have 
used cardboard cartons to some 
extent, but with the conventional

At Sunland, where Mr. Creeks 
is also manager, directors have 
virtually completed plans to con- 
vert to a 100 per cent volume fill 
basis for oranges, and “it is pos- 
sible that the necessary equipment 
will be installed and in operation 
prior to the end of the present 
Navel season. 

In. Ventura county, practically 
all citrus houses have now gone 
to the volume fill method and it 
is likely that other houses in 
southeastern Tulare county will 
also convert.

Coastal stream and river steel- 
head and salmon fishing depends 
upon the weather. Rain or a few 
raises and muds up the 
streams and ends all fishing on 
short notice.

The killer 
lure this year is a new gadget 
called the Cherry Bobber or Steel- 
head Drifter and some stealies up 
to 16 pounds have been taken on 
it this year.

But this 
is the time of year the really big 
fish are caught so a trip after 
stripers, while maybe a bit un- 
comfortable, may pay off in a fish 
weigh thrill.

WE SOMETIMES wonder just 
why we the people let our elected 
state officials get away with the 
things they do.

issue of the official publication of 
the California State Department 
of Education, ‘‘California Schools.”

Less Cotton _ 
Ginned In Area 
This Year 


Reports of the five cotton gins 
in the Porterville area on bales 
ginned to date with estimates on 
bales to be ginned this season in- 
dicate a drop of approximately 
8,000 bales from last year’s total. 

With 47,551 total bales ginned 
to date, the season is nearing a 
close. Officials at the gins dis- 
closed that. there are approxi- 
mately 2,000 bales to be ginned. 

This would bring the total to 
about 49,551 bales, as compared 
to 57,670 total bales for last year. 

The Tule River Cooperative gin 
at Woodville leads the list with 
24,205 running bales ginned to 
date, as compared to 29,378 run- 
ning bales last year. Officials at 
the gin estimate approximately 
1,000 bales to be ginned. 

Coberly-West Company of Wood- 
ville ranks second, with 7,090 
bales to date, and approximately 
300 bales to be ginned, as com- 
pared to last year’s 7,028 total 
bales.

eastern buyers, and in many 
instances is preferred. Method 
of railroad car loading has been 
worked out to eliminate all 
trouble with ventilation of fruit, 
and it is said that fruit arrives at 
Eastern ‘markets in much better 
condition than it did under old- 
type packing methods. 

At the Lemon and Grapefruit 
house, fruit is channelled through 
@ washer, sizer, along grading
